tions ha>e been committed to memory 
by the pupils .

This 
work strengthens the memory, en- 
riches the vocabulary, and stores the 
mind with knowledge that is certain 
to be beneficial in after life. 


LANGUAGE AND PHYSIOLOGY. 
In language and physiology the new 


books rave enabled teachers to Inst.uct 
to better advantage in these subjects, 
and better results have been obtained. 


HIGH SCHOOL, WORK. 


In the High School our new labora- 


tory apparatus haa enabled us to do 
better work in chemestry and phy- 
sics. though we are still sadly short 
of material for illustrations. 


Mr. Brandon's work In physics and 


chemistry has placed these subjects 
on a plane that will eventually be very 
creditable to the High School. 


In second-year French the class have 


been doing substantially the same 
work as at the university, and a por- 
tion of the class will be recommended 
for third-year French. 


It Is our intention to keep Instruction 


in French hereafter on the same plane 
with Latin, so that our students may 
be able to get at the university or else- 
where, the sa.iie credit for each. 


A beginning has been made for more 


thorough work In history. The study 
of American history on advanced lines 
haa this year been especially emphasi- 
sed in the High School 


SPKCIAL STUDENTS. 


Gradually in the last three years 


we have been opening the way for pu-. 
pulls whose school time is limited to 
take special studies.

courses. It makes a little more work 
for the teachers— principally 
In the 


matter of record keeping, a rather un- 
important objection— but 
It enables 


many pupils to get much profit from 
the High School, also, under the cast- 
Iron rule of regular course* with no 
provision for those that could not take 
them, would be obliged to quit school. 
The special studies once selected. It is 
•very important that the teacher shall 
sec tnat special attention is given t> 
them, and tnat the student is not "pass- 
ed" in them until each Is thoroughly 
Ur.dentood. 


We have begun strengthening these 


features of 'special" work and hope, 
in the coming year, to place it on a 
strong basis of usefulness to the pu- 
pils and the school. 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 


The importance of the kindergarten 


as a feature of public school education 
is not yet fully recognised. If all par- 
ents could realize how much better 
prepared their children wo'ild be for 
the first grade If they had at least 
one year's training In the kindergarten, 
they would certainly try to send them 
to the latter. 
More alert, more self- 


helping. more eager to learn and able 
to learn with less effort and g eater 
rapidity. This la the record of those 
•who have had the benefit of the kin- 
dergarten.
